Statement of Objects and Reasons 


1. Section 3 of the Goa , Daman and Diu Sales Tax 
Act, 1964 requires that for carrying out the pur 
poses of the Act , the Government may appoint a 
person to be Commissioner of Sales Tax, and such 
other persons to assist him as it thinks fit . How 
ever , several officers for assisting the Commissioner 
of Sales Tax were appointed not under the said 
Section 3 but under the Service Rules . In some Writ 
petitions filed before the Court of the Judicial Com 
missioner , Goa , Daman and Diu , such appointments 
and the assessments of Sales Tax made by the offi 
cers so appointed were challenged . The Goa , Daman 
and Diu Sales Tax (Validation of Appointments and 
Proceedings ) Ordinance , 1973 was, therefore, pro 
mulgated by the Administrator of Goa , Daman and 
Diu , to validate such appointments of the officers 
and the proceedings taken by such officers under 
the aforesaid Goa , Daman and Diu Sales Tax Act , 
1964 .
